St. Louis, June 12.—Monday opened 
quiet after Sunday’s reign of terror. 
With one exception all the street car 
lines were in operation. 
Each car 
carried the usual guard of police offi­ 
cers, on some lines, running through 
unruly districts, the number 
being 
doubled. 
Squads and companies of 
the sheriff’s possemen are on duty at 
all the power houses and car sheds of 
the Transit company, and at the bar­ 
racks on Washington avenue, in front 
of which Sunday’s terrible encounter 
took place. 


There is considerable hard feeling 
as the result of Sunday’s shooting in 
front of the posse barracks. The dep­ 
uties are blamed for what some call 
their unwarranted action in shooting 
striking street car men, while the men 
in 
the 
procession 
are 
censured 
for their bravado. 
Whether they 
meant any barm or not, they should 
have kept out of danger by staying 
away from the vicinity of the bar­ 
racks, is the opinion of many.

little Russell and herself, and that he 
would kill Russell, but spare her. He 
then grasped Russell, who was in bed 
with her, and butchered him with an 
ax. 
Morrison then rushed from the 
house, saying that he was going to 
shoot himself. The girl, frenaied by 
the horrible sight of the murder of 
her little brother, staggered into the 
other rooms of the house to find that 
Morrison had killed four other mem­ 
bers of the family with the ax. Three 
others were wounded and 
left for 
dtead. 


With some difficulty she reached a 
neighbor’s house and told the story. 
Men turned out and set out on the 
trail of the murderer. 
He was found 
during the evening bleeding from a 
w’ound in tne chest, which he said he 
had inflicted with a gun after leaving 
the McArthur house.

estimated that the entire rig h t of way 
could be had for $6,000 and this amount 
would be appropriated without ques­ 
tion. 
Ttie aldermen do not share the 
faith of Mr. Hale and Mr. Edlck said: 


*‘The council has no way of Knowing 


whether the right of way will cost 16,- 
000 or $20,000.” 


So the m atter was dropped and the 
meeting of the council adjourned with­ 
out any action.

The crop report just issued by 
state department at Lansing says: 


During the past month the condition 
of wheat has continued* t o ’ decline, 
until at the present time we have one 
of the poorest crops of wheat known in 
th e history of 
Michigan. 
The crop 
had a poor start la^t fall, climatic con­ 
ditions during the winter were un­ 
favorable, and lastly the Hessian tly 
has Infested many fields in such num­ 
bers that the crop is seriously injured. 


The average condition of wheat in 
the southern counties, where 85 per 
cent of the crop is grown, is 40, a de­ 
cline of 9 per cent in the last month. 
T hoaviiia e condition In the central 
counties is 50, in the northern counties 
86, and for the state 41), a reduction of 
5 per c«nt. 
The excellent condition of 
wneat in the northern counties, as 
compared with the remainder of the 
state, is due to the fact that the plant 
was better protected by snow during 
the winter.

No weaver may draw from the 
well of the Hindoos lest it be defiled; 
nor will the Hindoo drink from the 
hands or the well, of a weaver. Thus 
it becomes necessary either to dig two 
wells or to depute a certain number 
of the Hindoo element to give water 
to tbdr lets txaUed ffllow'VilUgen.

under the orders of the British admiral. 
It is reported that the head of a for­ 
eigner has been seen exposed on a pole 
northwest of Tien-Tsin. The Chinese 
are fleeing from Peking and Tien-Tsin 
to Shanghai. There are ominous indi­ 
cations of outbreaks in the Yang-tse 
district. 
All classes of natives in the 
north display intense hostility toward 
foreigners, and the Chinese soldiers 
point their guns at foreigners as they 
pass.

■Washington, June 12.—The Chinese 
crisis continues to be an 
absorbing 
topic at the foreign embassies and le­ 
gations in Washington, but the pre­ 
vailing sentiment is th at it will be con­ 
fined to mob outbreaks, and will not 
eventuate in a territorial dismember­ 
ment involving the various powers. It 
is pointed' out that up to this time the 
foreign powers have stated most posi­ 
tively that their sole purpose was to re­ 
store ordier and protect their citizens 
and property, and while there has been 
some suspicion of an ulterior motive 
on the part of some of them, this has 
not taken form. 


On the contrary, all the official dec­ 
larations have disavowed 
anything 
more than a restoration of order. That 
serious international entanglements 
are not expected soon is indicated to 
some extent by the departure from this 
city of the foreign 
representatives. 
The Russian ambassador. Count Cas­ 
sini, has already gone; Ambassador 
Cambon. of France, will leave on the 
twentieth instant for Europe, and Lord 
Pauncefote is making arrangements to 
go to Newport for the summer on July 
1. At the same time it is felt that China 
is in such a ferment that an interna­ 
tional crisis, beyond the mob uprisings 
confined' to China, m aybe precipitated 
at any moment. The Chinese minister, 
Mr, \Vu Ting Fang, is naturally di.s- 
turbedi at the seriousness of the re­ 
ports. but in the complete absence of 
oflieial information he believes the re­ 
ports are mag-nified. and that the un­ 
derlying causes of the attacks on the 
foreigners have not 
been g-iven.

knowledge of this point he feels will 
permit a much better judgment of the 
eituation.

Foreign residents of Yunnan and the 
extreme southwestern provinces are 
thus left in great danger, and are emi­ 
grating as fast as they can get away.

June 12.—Iluang Ilsii, the 
figurehead emperor of China, wants to 
rule his eountry as a prot»‘ctorate un­ 
der the dominating intluenee of the 
foreign po\vt*rs. 
Ife is j)lotting the 
overthrow of the <1owager empress and 
her entire government, and juoposes 
to transfer the capital of the empire 
from Peking to Nankin.

Gov. iBrady has the title of •Rev­ 
erend,’’ 'which he eari^d by h ard work 
lo r tlie money it cost to take him 
through Yale and the Union Theolog­ 
ical seminary. He was sent to Aladka 
68 a missionary. 
He was appointed 
governor of Alaska ili?y President Mc­ 
Kinley after he had been in th at coun­ 
try 19 years as preacher, teacher and 
merdhant. 
He is fairly wealthy and 
has a wife and five children at his home 
in Sitka. 


Gov. Brady, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public, does not attem pt to disclaim 
the lowliness of his early life, and talks 
freely of it, explaining: that his-success 
m ay prove an incentive to others who 
are in the unfortunate condition of his 
own childhood. 


His father was a drunken longshore­ 
m a n . His m other died when he was a 
child. 
At eight years of age he had

Oi the future of wireless telegraphy 
Nikola Tesla says in Century; 


‘Stationary waves in the earth mean 
something more than telegraphy with­ 
out wires to any distance. They will 
enable us to attain many im portant 
specific results impossible otherwise. 
For instance, by their use we may pro­ 
duce at will, from a sending station, 
a n electrical effect in any particular 
region of the globe; we may deter­ 
mine the relative position or course of 
a moving objecrt, such as a vessel atsea, 
the distance traversed by the same, or 
ts speed; or we may send over the 
earth a wave ©f electricity traveling at 
any rate we desire, from the pace of 
a turtle up to lightning speed. 


“With T hese developments w e have 
every reason to anticipate that in a 
time not verj' distant most telegraphic 
messages across the ocean 
will 
be 
transm itted without cables.. For short 
distances we need a ‘wireless’ 
tele­ 
phone, which requires no expert op­ 
erators. 
The greater the spaces to 
be bridged, the more rational becomes 
communication without wires. 
The 
cable is not only an easily damaged and 
costly Instrument, but it limits us in 
the speed of transmission by reason of 
a certain electrical 
property insep­ 
arable from Its constructioti. A prop­ 
erly desdgned plant for affecting com­ 
munication without wires ought 
to 
have many times the worldng capacity 
of a cable, while it will involve incom­ 
parably less expense. Not a longtim e 
will pass, I believe, before communica­ 
tion by cable will become obsolete, for 
not only will signaling by this nipw 
method be quicker and cheaper, but 
also much safer. By using some new 
means for isolating the messages which 
I have contrived an almost perfect pri­ 
vacy cfin be secured.”

The cockfight is still much in vogue 
in ?:’-paiu. As in the bullfight, tiie aui- 
maLs are earefu'ly bred ami reacetl in 
ord tr to bring their fighting jjowers 
to an high a degree of perfection as 
possible. 
The aiiimals are housed in 
lofty rooms, and each cock has a sep­ 
arate cage of its own w’ith a nuiLbci 
aflixed. 
Their fowl is strengtheu-'ng 
and selected, but in order to economj/.e 
their Bti^'ength they jure constantly co^i- 
fined to their cages and rarely aIlowe.d 
to roam about at large and fraternize 
with one another.
